For More 
Vet Benefits 


Two bills which would 
grant full benefits to Vet- 
erans of the Viet Nam 
Conflict and increase 
pensions for disabled vet- 
erans already on Veterans 
Administration rolls re- 
ceived support recently 
from the Administrator of 
Veterans Affairs, William 
J. Driver appeared before 
the sub-committee on 
Compensation and Pension 
of the Veterans Affairs 
Committee of the House of 
Representatives to urgeé 
passage of the legislation, 


The proposed legis- 
lation, H. R. 4786 and H, 
R, 4788, introduced by 


committee chairman Olin 
Teague, (D-Tex,), incor= 
porates the recommenda- 
tions of President John- 
son’s message to Congress 
on January 31 concerning 
veterans’ benefits, 

Driver told the sub- 
committee, “I con- 
sider these measures to 
be extremely important and 
worthwhile, andl urge their 
early and favorable cone 
sideration,” 

H, R, 4786, Viet Nam 
Conflict Servicemen’s 
Benefits Act of 1967, pro- 
vides benefits to all vet- 
erans who have served 
sirke August 5, 1964, on 
the same basis as veterans 
from World Wars I and II 
and the Korean Conflict. 

Commenting on Presi- 
dent Johnson’s message, 
Driver said, ‘‘The enact- 
ment of H, R, 4786 would 
eliminate all distinctions, 
insofar as eligibility tore- 
ceive veterans’ bene- 
fits administered by the 
Veterans Administrationis 
concerned, between the 
veterans of the Viet Nam 
Conflict and those who 
served during the Korean 
Conflict and other periods 
of war’, 

The bill would extend to 
veterans of the Viet Nam 
Conflict entitlement to (1) 
disability compensation at 
wartime rates, (2) disabil- 
ity pensions for non- 
service connected veterans 
and death pensions for 
widows and children, (3) 
extension of VA medical 
benefits, (4) a burial flag, 
(5) $250 burial allowance, 
and (6) $1600 toward the 
purchase of an automobile 
by certain disabled vet- 
erans, 

The other bill receiving 
support from Administra- 
tor Driver is H, R, 4788, 
which relates tothe current 
nonservice-connected dis- 
ability and death pension 
program. It calls for a 5.4 
percent increase in these 
pensions and was estimated 
by Driver to affect 1.4mil- 
lion veterans, widows, and 
dependents, The bill also 
provides that retirement 
benefits and social security 
benefit increases would not 
be counted for income pur- 
poses in determining eligi- 
bility for these pensions.

PRUNING 

Time is running out for 
planting shrubs, Take care 
of this chore immediately 
if you plan to establish 
shrubs this year, Late- 
planted shrubs will prob- 
ably require a little more 
water during the summer, 
but the satisfaction of hay- 
ing the plant will compen- 


sate, You might consider . 


using some of the flowering 
shrubs to add color to the 
garden during spring and 
summer months, 


SHADES 

Roller shades can bea 
key decorative feature. On 
the market right now you’ ll 
find new textures and 
colors to blend with or ac- 
cent any color scheme you 
have, 

If you’d like to be really 
novel, you might do some- 
thing to your present 
shades to give them a new 
look, Cover them with a 
piece of fabric, It might 
be a print to match the 
drapery fabric or plain 
material that matches the 
background color of the 
draperies. Either will give 
the window a unified ap- 
pearance, 

Just cut the fabric 
slightly wider than the rol- 
ler. Hem the edges by hand 
or use iron-on mending 
tape to prevent stretching 
or fraying of the edges, 
Then insert an old curtain 
stick in the hem and staple 
the newly covered shade 
to the spring roller. 


TEA SCALE 

Heavy infestations of tea 
scale are beginning to 
appear on the underside of 
the leaves of camellias and 
burford holly in Coffee 
County due to the early 
spring weather. 

This pest is the No, 1 
enemy of camellias and 
hollies, You can recognize 
infested plants by a yellow 
blotched appearance on the 
upper leaf surface, The 
insects are present on the 
underside of the leaves, 
usually in a cottony mass, 
They are oval-shaped and 
about one-twentieth of an 
inch long, 

This scale --which 
weakens and stunts plants 
--can be controlled by 
using either demeton, di- 
methoate, malathion, para- 
thion or phorate,

The Connally Act 


UBLISHED announcements 
state that the National Coun- 
cil_of Churches will start a 
“drive to repeal 
the so-called 
Connally Act.” 
This undoubted- 
ly refers to the 
resolution pro- 
viding for the 
adherence of the 
United States to 
the World Court 
of the United 
Nations. The 
Connally resolu- 
tion provides 
that our country 
Dr. Kershner cannot be 
brought before the World Court 
unless our government gives 
prior consent to the action. It is 
not generally known that no 
communist nation adheres to the 
World Court, yet every com- 
munist nation may have one of 
its nationals elected to serve as 
a judge on that court. There are 
15 judges, and 9 constitute a 
quorum, In case there were 9 
judges sitting, 5 could render a 
decision. It might well happen 


that all five would be commu-: 


nists., 

What would happen to our 
country if we were tried by a 
World Court having a majority 
of communist judges? Suppose 
the USSR should claim Alaska, 
or Mexico should claim the 
southwestern part of our coun- 
try. These territories formerly 
belonged to Russia and Mexico. 
Communist judges would of 
course authorize their return. 
Suppose we were hauled before 
the court charged with aggres- 
sion in Vietnam, Suppose China 
brought an action in the World 
Court for the return of Taiwan, 
accusing the United States of 
seizing that portion of her terri- 
tory. As long as we have the 
Connally resolution, we need 
not submit such cases to the jur- 
isdiction of the World Court. 
But if that resolution is repealed, 
we would be the victim of the 
court's decision, not only in those 
cases, but in any other case that 
our enemies chose to bring 
against us. 

If the Connally resolution is 
repealed, our country might well 
be dismembered and our sover- 
eignty destroyed. The mainten- 
ance of that resolution is essen- 
tial to the safety of the United 
States of America and its people.

If either 
the receipt or the claims 
form adequately describe 
the nature of service, the 
claim may be paid. Very 
often, however, the only 
information provided 
designates such things as 
fice visit or injection, 
These mustbe distinguish- 
ed from routine examina- 
tions and from immuniza- 
tion shots, Many persons 
also submit cancelled 
checks, These are of little 
value as they fail to show

“There are a couple of 
important things for bene- 
ficiaries who pay their doc- 
tor bills and send in their 
own request for payment 
forms to remember,’ Mr. 
Scott said, ‘‘Be careful to 
fill in all blanks on the top 
half of the form and be 
sure to either have your 
doctor complete the bot- 
tom part of the form or 
enclose his itemized re- 


~ceipted bill.”’ 


He also reminded bene- 
ficiaries that he was talk- 
ing only about doctor bill 
claims where the “‘payment 
to the patient’” method was 
used, Under the ‘“‘assign- 
ment’’ or ‘‘payment to the 
doctor’’ method, the doctor 
sends the bill to the medi- 
care carrier and bills the 
patient only for the part 
not covered by medicare. 

“‘We are inviting Dothan 
area beneficiaries who are 
making a doctor bill claim 
for the first time, to bring 
their request for payment 
forms into our office and 
let us check them,’ Mr, 
Scott said.
